The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture recently published. some in- 
teresting statistics on meat. There 
are 4,000 meat packers and 14,000 
other comimercial  slaughterera. 
Every year .112,500,000 animals 
are slaughtered to furnish meat for 
the nation. Fifteen and one-half 
million are cattle, 914 million are 
calves, 65% million are hogs, and 
2 2million are sheep and lambs. 

Three-fourths of-these animals 
are produced in: states west of the 
Mississippi River. The average con- 
sumption of meat per capita in the 
United States is 146 pounds. The 
total annual consumption of. meat 
in the U. S. is, 20 billion pounds, or 
50 million pounds per dày.
